TEUTONS AGAIN RETIRE 
IN THE VOLHYNIA SECTOR 


‘Berlin Says the: Withdrawal 


Has Been Contemplated 
for Some Time--New Turn- 
ing Movement Is Begun by 
the Russians. 


The Russians in Volhynia, in the re- 
gion of the Stokhod river, have forced 
the Germans to give further ground 


before their advance. 

In the fighting between the Germans 
and the Russians in Volhytfia the men 
at various points again met in hand- 
to-hand combats. Berlin says that the 
withdrawal from the Stockhod curve 
had been contemplated for some time 
and was made without interruption Dy 
the Russians. 4 
_ Although Petrograd claims an ad- 
vance for the Russians near Brody and 
south of the Dniester in Galicia, both 
Berlin and Vienna assert that the Teu- 
tonic allies repulsed all attacks. 

The Turks have been driven from 
a series of strong positions by the 
Russians operating toward Sivas and 
near Kharput, accroding to Petrograd. 


BREACH WIDENED 
BY BRUSILOFF. 


Petrograd, July 30.—(Via London.)— 
While General Brusiloff’s breach in 
the Austro-German lines west of Lutsk 
is being widened and deepened by the 
further driving home of the wedge be- 
tween the armies of General Von Lin- 
singen and General Von Boehm-Er- 
molli, a new development has been re- 
corded in the last thirty hours in the 
renewed activity of General Letch- 
itzky to the south of the Dniester. The 
Russians here have begun a new turn- 
ing movement on Von Bothmer’s right 
flank to the west and southwest of 
Tarnopol. The operations in this sec- 
tin, which were brought toa halt a fort- 
might ago by freshets, have been re- 
newed in the direction of Stanislau, a 
division of Caucasian cavalry having 
rushed the Austrians and captured Ez- 
erzany, 20 miles southeast of Stanislau. 

At the same time new blows have 
been delivered on the north extremity 
of the Lutsk breach just south of the 
Kovel-Sarny railroad, at Gulevitch, and 
Svidniki, where the Rovno-Kovel rail- 
Way crosses the Stokhod. The latter 
center has been the most flercely con- 
tested portion of the Kovel defense. 
The fact that the Russians have been 
able to throw bridges across the Stok- 
hod here and at Gulevitchi and estab- 


lish a foothold on the west bank of) 


the river is taken by military experts 
in Petrograd to signify a definite 
weakening of German opposition and 
the tightning of the circle around Ko- 
vel. 

General Sakharoff's drive in the di- 
rection of Viadimir-Volynski and Sokal 
continues with unabated vigor. His 
enormous captures of prisoners, to- 
talling in eight days nearly 40,000, is 
considered significant of the demora- 
lization of the forces under Von Boehm- 
Ermolli. 

Colonel Shumsky, military critic of 
The Bourse Gazette, points out that the 
capture of two generals and two regi- 
mental commanders is an indication 
of the extreme depth of the penetra- 
tion of the Austro-German lines, as 
such officers customarily are a consid- 
erable distance back of the fighting 
front. 


RUSSIANS CONTINUE 
TO PRESS TEUTONS. 


Petrograd, July 30.—(Via London.)— 
In the region of Kovel and Brody, in 
Volhynia, and also in the region to 
the south of Dniester river, in Galicia, 
the Russians continue to advance and 
are pushing back the Austro-Germans, 
says today’s Russian official state- 
ment. 

In the Caucasus the Turks took the 
offensive twice, but were repulsed each 


time. 
The text of the Russian official state- 
ment reads: 
“Western front: More than twelve 
an acroplanes effected a raid on 
Dvinsk and threw: some seventy bombs 
on the place. Twelve of our own ma- 
chines,inotwithstanding the enemy’s 
bombarmiment, engaged the raiders and

DRIVING WITH FRENCH 
ON THEIR RIGHT FLANK, 
BRITISH ALSO ADVANCE 


British Also Make Progress 
Against the Germans East 
of Waterlot Farm and the 
Trones Wood--The French 
Have Pressed to Outskirts 
of Maurepas, East of Har- 
decourt—Germans Counter 
Attack, But Are Repulsed.

The British and French forces fight- 
ing against the Germans in the Somme 
region of France have again launched 
violent attacks and made good prog- 
ress. 

To the north of the Somme, trenches 
between Hill 139 and the river near 
Hardecourt have been captured by the 
French on a depth from 300 to 800 
meters, and in addition the’ French, 
have pressed forward to the outskirts 
of the 
Hardecourt and also captured posi- 
tions north of Hem, which lies to the 
south of. Maurepas, and held them 
against German counter attacks. t 

Driving, with. the French on theif 
right flank from Delville wooed to the 
Somme, the British made an advance 
on the entire line and also made fur- 
ther progress against the Germans east 
of Waterlot farm, Trones wood and 
Maltzorn farm. 

To the north around Ypres the Ca- 
nadians raided German trenches, while 
the Royal Munster Fusilliers on the 
Loos salient carried out a similar op- 
eration. The Germans raided a front 
line British trench near the Hohen- 
zollern redoubt, but later were driven 
back. 


CLEAN SWEEP 
3Y THE FRENCH. 


Paris, July 30.—After a pause, the 
Freffch echelon north of the Somme 
resumed operations today, giving fur- 
ther proof of. the perfection of the 
new method by making a clean sweep 
of the German positions along a three 
and a half mile front from Hardecourt 
to the river. The French troops in Pi- 
cardy. had been awaiting until the 
British carried out the operation as- 
signed to them. That having been 
satisfactorily completed, the central 
echelon received word to move forward 
against the German trenches on the 
eastern slopes of the ravine through 
which a light railroad runs from 
Combles to Clery and Peronne. 

Every detail of the advance had 
been worked out with mathematical 
precision beforehand, and the opera- 
tion was completed wéll within the 
time limit set. The attacking troops 
met with a more than usual amount of 
resistance from the Germans, who had 
foreseen the move and had made every 
preparation in their power to frustrate 
it. The positions had be :n strengthen- 
ed as well as the ine ssant rain of 
projectiles from tge French artillery 
permitted, and large forces of reserves 
were gathered in the rear. 

The German reserves were hurled 
forward as soon as the French dash 
slackened, and the fighting was fast 
and furious, especially at the southern 
end of theyre, where the nature of 
the ground rmitted the counter at- 
tacking troops to advance with some 
prospects of getting through the French 
curtain of fire. 

The French staff work, however, was 
too well done, and, although the Ger- 
mans struggled bravely and stubborn- 
ly ‘all afternoon and_ well into the 
night, they failed to regain an inch 
of ground. Wave after wave of Ger- 
man infantry was swept away by the 
well directed French machine gun and 
light artillery fire. 


FRENCH STORM 
GERMAN TRENCHES. 


Paris, July 30.—(Via London.)—The 
French in the Somme region, near 
Hiardecourt, have captured German 
trenches between Hardecourt and Hill 
139, on a depth varying from 300 to 


800 meters, according to the official 
communication, issued this evening. 
Gains also were made by the French 
near the village of Maurepas and Hem. 
which were held against powerful Ger- 
man counter attacks. 

The communication reads: 

“North of the Somme the day was 
marked by a series of desperate ac- 
tions.’ On the front between Hill 139, 
northeast of Hardecourt, and the river 
our troops, passing to the attack, cap- 
tured this morning a whole system 
enemy trenches on a depth 
from 300 to 800 meters.

SETTLERS TOOK REFUGE 


Them Will Die—The Fires 
Have Been Raging for 
Many Hours. 


Englehart, Ont., July 30.—Forest 
fires raging in northern Ontario are 
believed tonight to have resulted: in 
the loss of from 150 to 200 lives. Scores 
of persons have been injured, and it 
is feared many of them will die. 

Several small towns have been wiped 
out by the flames that have been rag- 
ing for 48 hours. Reports thus far re- 
ceived show that 57 perished at Nushk® 
a French-Canadian settlement, and 
at Matheson. Cochrane has 18 dea 
and 34 injured. Iroquois Falls, 15 dead 
and many injured, and Ramore, 15 
dead. The number killed at Porcu- 
pine Junction is not known, but the 
entire town was destroyed, except the 
railroad station. 

Many Prospectors Trapped. 

The death list will be materially in- 
creased, it is feared, by victims In 
outlying districts. There are appar- 
ently well authenticated reports that 
miany prospectors have been trapped 
at Tashota and Kowash. One farmer 
and his ten children are known to have 


sw etbeen burned, waite the man’s wife was 


vainly seeking aid to check the on- 
mishing flames. 

Nushka, a hamlet consisting of a 
score of frame buildings and stores, 
suffered worst. It-had been threaten- 
ed for several days, but the residents 
lingered in the hope they might save 
their homes. They waited too long and 
walls of fire cut off escape. 

A nearby lake in which they found 
, refuge saved many residents of Coch- 
rane on the line of the Temiskaming 
and Northern Ontario railway. Only 
two streets in the town were saved. 

Thirty-four bodies are [ying on the 
platform of the railroad station at 
Matheson. The station and two houses 
are the only buildings still standing. 
Ramore, a small settlement, was wiped 
out.” 

The flames were checked at Timmons 
after 17 houses had ‘been burned. Only 
the sawmill was destroyed at South 
Porcupine. 

All that remains of Iroquois Falls 
are the ruins of the great paper mill 
and one store. 

Refugees without food or clothing 
are pouring into the larger towns 
south of the burned district. 

Took Refuge in Lakes. 

Hundreds of square miles of bush 
and farm land have been burned over. 
Isolated settlers took refuge in lakes 
and rivers, leaving all their belong- 
ings behind. 

Rain was falling tonight at Mathe- 
son and several other points, but a 
long continued downpour will be neces- 
sary to extinguish the fires and pre- 
vent them from sweeping farther 
southward. 

All wires are down north of Engle- 
hart and only meager reports have so 
far been received from refugees. 

A relief train with doctors has left 
North Bay for the scene and Cobalt 
has sent coffins. 

Cochrane, in Nipissing county, is the 
largest town burned. It had 17,500 in- 
habitants. The other towns named are 
in the same section of Nipissing or sub- 
urb counties within a radius of 25 
‘miles or so. The population in each 
of these towns is composed of only a 
few persons.

He charges 
that efficient service has not char- 
acterized this department for some 
years, and that there have been amaz- 
ing losses to the people of Georgia, 
which losses he promises to reveal 
through the publication of official rec- 
ords in the near future. 

Although General Wright has made 
no announcement of candidacy to suc- 
ceed himself, it is regarded as likely 
that he will also be a candidate. 

Senator Dobbs’ Announcement. 

Senator Dobbs’ announcement is as 

follows: 


“To The People of Georgia: Some time 
ago my name was casually suggested 
& number of newspapers of the state as a 
possible candidate for comptroller general 
and ex-officio insurance commissioner, to 
succeed Hon. William A. Wright. This pub- 
lished suggestion has, for the past several 
weeks, overwhelmed me with ietters from 
citizens of all sections of Georgia,, with 
many of whom I am personally unacquaint- 
ed, urging me to become a candidate for 
this most important office, but I have been 
reluctant to enter the racé on account of 
the age and infirmity of the present in- 
cumbent who has held rhis position for for- 
ty years 

“Facts brought to my attention by some 
of these correspondents have convinced me 
that these very conditions make it {mpera- 
tive that this department should be admin- 
istered by an active official, who can bring 
to the discharge of the responsible duties 
of the tax and insurance offices of the state, 
good health, modern methods, energy and 
activity. 

“The admitted record of unfortunate re- 
sults following the administration of this 
department for the past ten years will, in 
my opinion, amply illustrate@an absolute 
public necessity for a new comptroller gen- 
eral and insurance commissioner, and the in- 
stallation of energetic and progressive meth- 
ods for these combined departments. 


Friends Insist on Race. 


“Having been successfully engaged for 
more than fwen years in the manufac- 
turing businéss in the city of Marietta, and 
having been at different times connected 
with the operation and administration of 
the affairs of a number of other industrial 
and public enterprises, my friends insist that

Clinging to the edge 
of the current, he caught sight of the 
body iodgwed in the branches of a wil- 
low tree that had veen uprooted by the 
recent rlooags and had floated insnore. 
Burdette, who was rowing, would have 
disloged the pody and towed it to shore 
had it not been for a recent encounter 
he had with Coroner John A. Booth, 
of Cobb county, over disiodging betore 
the arrival of thea coroner the ‘vody of 
a dead negro he discovered in almost 
the same spot.

Was that of a white man or a negro, 
rumors spread over the county that it 
that of the missing Wurm boy, 
with the result that hundreds of resi- 
dents of the community reached the 
scene at the time of the arrival of tne 
police. 

Without the aid of a boat, extrica- 
tion of the body was out of the ques- 
tion. Since Burdette’s had now been 
rowed far down stream, Captain 
Cheshire had to go to Pace’s ferry for 
another boat. With Harvey Massen- 
Zale, a resident of the river section, 
he rowed down stream to the spot. The 
body was thirty or more feet from 
shore. 

A rope was thrown from shore. Mas- 
Ssengale tied it around the corpse. The 
body was slowly disentangled, while a 
Breat crowd of men and boys stood 
along the steep and treacherously slimy 
Shore. Sydney Glenn, who is connect- 
ed in an official capacity with the At- 
lantic Steel company, aided Captain 
Cheshire. Tne body was brought with- 
in a pace of shore, but could not be 
lifted up the steep bank because of 
its condition. 

This necessitated towing it to a 
point where it could ibe drawn ashore, 
the nearest being the Marietta road 
bridge landing, a mile down stream. 
After three hours’ wait, during which 
Coroner Booth debated the advisability 
of holding an inquest on the scene, or 
turning the body over to the under- 
takers, it was decided to carry it in 
the river to the distant landing. While 
two rivermen rowed the boat a third 
Sat in the bow and held the rope by 
which the body was towed along the 
current. 

An immense crowd jammed the Ma- 
rietta road bridge, beneath which the 
corpse was trailed by the boatmen. A 
great part of the throng had come from 
Marietta and Atlanta upon hearing 
news of the discovery. The journey 
irom. point of discovery to the bridge 
landing required forty minutes, as the 
boatmeéen were compelled to. travel 
slowly to keep from being caught in 
the treacherous current of the swollen 
river. 

Among the officials who had arrived 
at’ the landing when the body was 
towed there was Herbert Clay, soliciter 
of the Cobb superior court, who as- 
sumed charge, and 38. E. Kimbrough, 
chief of the first-aid-to-the-injured 
corps of the Atlantic Steel company, 
who had motored to the river from the 
plant.

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Without Clew to Guide Them, 
Detectives Are Determined 
To Find Murderer of Wurm 


How did John Wurm reach the Chat- 
tahoochee from the Atlantic Steel plant 
in the dead of\ night? 

Detectives consider this one of the 
most important angles of their_inves- 
tigation. If this question can be an- 
swered they are confident of success 
in running down the slayers. For they 
believe there must have been more than 
one asailant! Wurm was strong, ath- 
letic and able to put up a good fight. 

The distance from the steel plant to 
Pace’s ferry is more than two miles 
over Peachtree road and Pace’s Ferry 
Except over flelds and through 
woodland stretchés, hills and private 
properties, there is no other way of 
reaching the river at any point nearby 
the scene of discovery. 

Questions for Police. 

Unless decoyed, John Wurm hardly 
went to the river of his own will, and 
then, certainly not afoot. Slain, or un- 
conscious, how was he_ tramsported? 
Where is the vehicle? Who drove it?, 
To whom did it belong? 

Did one man murder him, then load | 
his body in an automobile or wagon |, 
or buegy and drive to the river's edge? 
Detectives believe there were two or 
more. 

John Wurm disappeared after 10 
o’clock last night a week ago. A su- 
perior officer in the plant saw him be- 
tween 9:30 and 10 o'clock, and it was 
the boy’s failure to report to him at 
midnight, as customary, that led to the 
discovery of his disappearance. 

Peachtree road, at this time of the 
night, is well traveled. “Joyriders” fre- 
quent it. Persons coming from Ros- 
well, and other out-of-town points, 
traverse Peachtree road. There is probed 
ly a more popular highway. Did any- 
one traveling Peachtree road that night 
observe a suspicious vehicle, or a ve- 
hicle carrying a load that attracted 
attention? 

There are so many baffling possibili- 
ties that confront the detectives. For 
instance, was the boy murdered in the 
vards of the steel plant, or was he 
lured outside? He was obviously de- 
coyed away from his post in the build- 
ing. He slipped on his coat and cap— 
the cap he wore around the plant, in 
place of the straw hat he used going 
and coming from home—and stepped 
outside the plant, something he is said 
to have never done before. 


What Decoy Was Used? 

Who called him into the darkness?

Robbery 
could have hardly been their motive, 
for a footpad would hardly assail a 
workman, and Wurm carried only his 
cheap watch and some loose change. 

The detectives do not believe it a ne- 
gro's crime. Whoever killed John 
Wurm was not the sort whose char- 
acteristic it is to slug, then flee, It 
was a crafty, designing murderer, they 
believe. . 

Thorough inquiry fails to reveal that 
the boy timekeeper had made any 
enemy at the steel plant. He was by 
nature polite, affable, rriendly, consid- 
erate. He was never known to carry 
stories about other employees to men 
of higher rank.. He was in no position 
to exercise authority over subordinate 
employees. He minded his own affairs |

He was liked generally. He had no 
wide acquaintanceship among the em- 
ployees, for he had been in the Atlanta 
plant a litthe over one month. But 
those who knew him were fond of him, 
from laborer to official. 

There was no cause for jealousy. 
There was no woman in John Wurm’'s 
life—girl, older woman, or married 
wOman. He had no sweetheart. He 
loved books. He was ambitious; he 
preferred the companionship of his fa- 
ther and sisters. There was no pro- 
fessional rivalry. His position was 
too unimportant for that. Considering 
his character, it is hardly credible 
that he had offended anyone, man or 
woman. 

Where Will They Start? 

Where are the detectives going to 
start trying to solve the mystery? 
What is there to work upon? Thus far 
they have only the fact that he was 
foully slain, evidently thrown alive 
and struggling into the swollen Chat- 
tahoochee. This, anda three-foot 
strand of copper wire, similar to that 
used in the Atlanta Steel company’s 
electrical department.

Yes, and if they can find the auto- 
mobile, or the wagon that carried him 
to the river; which would be just as 
easy! Question every employee of the 
Plant? This has already been done, 
Officials of the company have kept up 
a tireless investigation every day and 
night since the boy vanished-s 

What will the autopsy reveal? Even 
though it be disclosed that his skull 
was crushed, or that he was shot, it 
will only serve to increase the per- 
plexity—for why should slayers bind 
the hands of a man with a bullet in 
his head, or a crushed skull? This will 
only emphasize the question: Was the 
boy assailed in the plant vicinity, 
bound by the wrists, and then carried 
away to be murdered?

rights of the citizens of all the nations 
not involved in war. The government 
of the United States begs to remind 
the government of his Britannic majesty 
that citizens of the United States are 
entirely within their rights in attempt- 
ing to trade with the people of the 
governments of any of the nations now 
at war, subject only to well-defined in- 
ternational practices and understand- 
ings which the government of the Unit- 
ed States deems the government of 
Great Britain to have too lightly and 
too frequently disregarded. 
Well-Known Remedies. 

There are well-known remedies and 
penalties for breaches of blockade, 
where the blockade is real and in fact 
effective, for trade in contraband, for 
every unneutral act by whomsoever at- 
tempted. The government of the United 
States cannot consent to se@ those rem- 
edies and penalties altered or extended 
at the will of a single power or group 
of powers to the injury of its own cit- 
izens or in derogation of its own rights. 
Conspicuous among the principles 
which the civilized nations of the world 
have accepted for the safeguarding of 


and essentially inconsistent with the 


the rights of neutrals is the just and 
honorable principle that neutrals may 
not be condemned nor their goods con- 
fiscated except upon fair adjudication 
and after an opportunity ‘to be heard 
in prize courts or elsewhere. Such safe- 
guards the blacklist brushes aside. It 
condemns without hearing, without no- 
tice, and in advance. It is manifestly 
out of the question that the govern- 
ment of the United States should ac- 
quiesce in-such methods or applica- 
tions of punishment to its citizens. 

“Whatever may be said with re- 
gard to the legality, in the view of in- 
ternational obligation, of the act of 
parliament upon which the practice of 
the blacklist Is now employed by his . 
majesty’s government is understood to 
be based, the government of the Unit- 
ed States is constrained to regard that 
practice as inconsistent with that true ' 
justice, sincere amity, and impartial : 
fairness which should characterize the 
dealings of friendly governments with 
one another. 

Reciprocal Trade Impaired. 

The spirit of reciprocal trade be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain, the privilege long accorded | 
to the nationals of each to come 
and go with their ships and cargoes, 
to use each the other’s shipping, and 
be served each by the other's merchants 
is very seriously impaired by arbitrary 
and sweeping practices such as this. 

“There is no purpose or inclination 
on the part of the government of the 
United States to shield American citi- 
zens or business houses in any way 
from the legitimate consequences of 
unneutral acts or practices; it is quite 
willing that they should suffer the ap- 
propriate penalties which international 
law and the usage of nations have 
sanctioned; but his Britanic majesty's 
government cannot expect the govern- 
ment of the United States to consent to 
see its citizens put upon an ex parte 
blacklist without calling the attention 
of his majesty’s government, in the 
gravest terms, to the many serious con- 
sequences to neutral right and neutral 
relations which such an act must néces- 
sarily involve. It hopes and believes 
that his majesty’s government, in its 
natural absorption in a single press- 
ing object of policy, has acted with- 
out a full realization of the many un- 
desired and undesirable results that 
might ensue.”

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DRIVING OUT.THE TURK. 


Notwithstanding the criticism to whicn 
Russia has been subjected as the result of 
her despotic form of government, world 
attitude toward Russia is likely to undergo 
most favorable change following world ap- 
proval of her victory in driving from Ar- 
menia the unspeakable Turk. 

In wanton and merciless slaughter, the 
product of as wild a fanaticism and preju- 
dice as ever wielded a tomahawk or strung 
human heads on belt or rope end, the bloody 
Turks have practically exterminated a 
weak, innocent and defenseless nation. 
Their incessant murderous assassination for 
the sheer love of it has horrified a civilized 
world, which, in spite of Christian tendency, 
has longed for a day of retribution. 

It seems that day is coming, if not now 
at hand. Driven from the province of Ar- 
menia as the result of the Russian capture 
of Erzingan, it is the profound hope of civil- 
ization that the Turk has been driven to 
Stay; that the Armenian border will be ‘set 
up as a dead line across which he may not 
again pass. 

Now and then through the horrors of the 
war that is deluging Europe with blood, 
there comes to the onlooker a gleam of 
achievement. It is difficult for us to under- 
stand what of good for the human race can 
come out of all this slaughter and destruc- 
tion. .Expulsion of the Turk from Armenia 
shines out as one clear light ray, at least, 
from the darkness in which the European 
conflict has enveloped us. 

We shall hope there may come another 
in the driving of the Turks from the Euro- 
pean continent. The presence of Turkish 
rule and dominion has long been Europe’s 
darkest blot. Once across the Bosphorus 
their cwn guns and fortresses, in whose 
possession they have enjoyed a protection 
which was the unfortunate product of eivil- 
ized jealousy, will keep them there. 

From a military standpoint Germany’s 
alliance with the Turk may have been a 
good stroke of business. From a standpoint 
of world policy it was one of her greatest 
errors. Germany’s at least tacit approval 
of the Armenian massacres will stand in his- 
tory as a terrible second ,only to her treat- 
ment of Belgium. Nor can Germany escape 
her share in the responsibility for this 
wholesale slaughter, in the face of the at- 
tempted justification on the part of some of 
her foremost defenders. 

There is no desire on the part of civil- 
ized humanity to see visited upon the Turk 
the same punishment he has dealt to the 
Armenian. It is not the eye for ah eye and 
tooth for a tooth treatment that is de- 
manded, but reduction to a state of power- 
-‘lessness~to repeat the outrages which the 
fanatical Mohammedan will be only too 
yeady to resume at the first opportunity. 

It will be enough if he is only driver 
thoroughly and permanently both from 
Europe and Armenia and reduced to a state 
of vassalage wherein he shall be held to 
direct responsibility for his behavior to the 
civilized powers about him. 

That is apparently the only remedy, and, 
happily, Russia seems determined to apply 
it. The world will welcome the completion 
of the task and applaud the victor for a 
work that must materially advance Russia 
and her ruler in the scale of civilized 
esteem.

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch gives space 
to what it calls the “little grumbles” of the 
boys on the border, comparing whatever 
troubles they have experienced with those 
of the boys of the old days: 


The youngsters who went to the front 
in ‘61! They thought themselves lucky 
if they could ride most of the way on 
the top of a cattle car. They had no 
Pullman or tourist sleepers and when 
the inner man wanted sustenance they 
slung the old-fashioned knapsack 
around, chawed on a big, hard cracker 
and washed it down with warm water 
from a canteen. 


Our St. Louis contemporary sees noth- 
ing to complain of in having to “sleep on 
the ground in the genial warmth of a Texas 
summer,” and igs convinced that “if their 
difficulties were bigger they would get 
down to the task with never a whimper.” 

But at this time they are not supposed to 
be undergoing the old war-hardships; though 
ready for all reasonable preparedness for 
them, they don’t want to rush them. 

Doubtless some of their troubles are 
“little ones,” and will soon pass by. It is 
probable, as a Texas editor suggests, that 
homesickness and thoughts of “The Girl I 
Left Behind Me” cause a feeling of restless- 
ness in the younger ranks, but after awhile 
they’ll all be resigned and in better shape 
for the roughing of it, when necessary. 

Again, some of the boys may have been 
reading The Houston Post, which has long 
advertised the “angelic” influences that 
tend to make a Texas summer “heavenly,” 
and how that state is a paradise of picnic 
places; and disappointment has naturally 
resulted. * 

At any rate, the best word from the 
border is that in time everything necessary 
to the proper care and comfort of the troops 
will be forthcoming, and the spirit of the 
men is that, having “enlisted fer the war’— 
they are ready for whatever business may 
be in hand. 


“BUSINESS AS USUAL!’’ 


The establishment of a small dealer in 
merchandise, in a London suburb, had been 
wrecked in a Zeppelin raid.

Knowing what it means—to the limit of 
grief and desolation—the wives and mothers 
of the men have no cheering word for it. 

It is the dark messenger to many—the 
specter at the thresholds of ruined homes.

Editor Constitution: I note with keen in- 
terest that Colonel W. I. Heyward has ten- 
dered his services in the pending military 
trouble with Mexico; and, it has recalled to 
me some interesting incidents connected with 
the Spanish war.

“I hope you will still follow up your pro- 
posal; it will fit peace as well as war; it 
would allay sectionalism, and that would be 
a great work.” Then, taking up a package 
of papers, he said: “I regret that we did not 
get you veterans into this war; but whether 
you carry it on or allow it to rest, I believe 
your children will value these papers more 
than a colonel’s commission in the U. 8S. A.” 
He placed the package in my hand, extended 
his hand to me, and my last interview with 
him ended. 

Sorely disappointed, I retired to my room 
at the old National and read the papers. I 
often wonder if ever I deserved what was 
written of me in those letters. When I fin- 
ished them my eyes were flooded, my heart 
swelled and every fiber of my being gripped 
in an intense longing to lead such a corps 
in one fierce onset and prove worthy. 

I don't believe my friend Seaton Grant- 
land ever Knew all this, nor did Jones. 1 
mentioned it to Heyward vears afterward. 
His volunteering now has prompted this 
sketch. 

We confederate veterans are now too old 

to revive and complete the work; but it can 
be done by our sons. I know several better 
qualified than I was to lead such a move- 
ment. The fact that it was approved by 
President McKinley, the secretary of war, 
Mr. Alger; Mr. Hull, chairman of military 
committee .of the house, and introduced and 
passed by the leader of a republican con- 
gress, should ‘be very helpful in reviving and 
establishing such a corps.

Let the corps crest be the veterans “South- 
ern Cross,” its motto, “Ready, Aye, Ready!” 
And nominate the officers from its ranks. 

General Sheridan pronounced “Cobb's Le- 
gion,’ under Pierce Young, the finest regi- 
ment of cavalry he ever saw. He alluded to 
its material, its personnel. There is plenty 
now. Why not the “Confederate Grays?’

American Carriage Builders

Nowadays almost every line of industry 
has its trade organization and its annual 
convention, where ideas are exchanged, pa- 
pers read and members have the oppor- 
tunity for making the acquaintance of other 
men interested in their own particular line. 

Forty-four years ago such business or- 
ganizations and conventions were almost 
unheard of. 

One of the very first classes of business 
men to organize themselves into a national 
trade body was the Carriage Builders’ Na- 
tional association, which held its first meet- 
ing in New York city in 1872.

URGENT NEEDS OF SCHOOLS SHOWN 
BY SUPERINTENDENT L. M. LANDRUM 


Will city council give the Atlanta schools 
the amount of money needed for improve- 
ments in equipment and enlargements of 
buildings to take care of a natural increase 
in attendance before the fall term opens in 
September? 

As September nears and council’s delay 
continues, this question is the all important 
one to Superintendent of Schools Landrum. 

Approximately $60,000 is needed for these 
urgent improvements. If council does not pro- 
vide more seats for the large number of new 
pupils who will enter the schools this fall, 
and does not provide money with which to 
hire new teachers to instruct these pupils, 
the doors of the schools of necessity will be 
closed to a large percentage of ambitious 
youths who are anxious for an education. 

Urgent School Needs. 

Some of the urgent needs of the schools 
as given out by Supertntendent Landrum 
Sunday are as follows: 


Tech High school 
Boys’ High school 
Girls’ High school 
Commercial High school

The nature of the equipment needed for 


the Tech High school includes the followings 
Story addition to annex and fire escapes, 
supplies for chemistry, general science and 
physics laboratories, and three teachers. 

The Boys’ High school needs 100 audi- 
torium chairs, desk tops for 285 old desks 
and one new teacher. 

The Girls’ High school needs a new tem- 
porary building on the Joe Brown lot, 15 
rooms, equipment for 10 rooms, including 
blackboards, pupils’ desks, teachers’ desks 
and shades; new steam heating plant, fire 
escape, equipment for laboratories and six 
new teachers. 

Grammar School Needs. 

The Commercial High school needs to en- 
large four class rooms, to add to balcony 
in auditorium, to increase seating capacity; 
additional seats for auditorium, two more 
rooms, desks, blackboards and three new 
teachers, 

While the greatest’ need is felt in the 
high schools there are many things needed 
by the grammar schools, as the superinten- 
dent points out. Over $20,000 is asked for 
improvements in the grammar schools of 
the city. 

Superintendent Landrum and Dan Green, 
chairman of the city board of education fi- 
nance committee, are both to appear before 
the next council meeting and urge the city 
fathers to appropriate $60,000 for the schools 
immediately, as everything asked for is of 


the emergency nature.

Judge F. M. Longley Writes 
On Disposal of State Road 


Editor Constitution: To those of the gu- 
bernatorial candidates who would die before 
they would agree to a sale of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, and those who favor 
its extension to deep water, I beg to submit 
the following: 

First—That this is a local road and val- 
uable only as a link in the great interstate 
trunk line of the L. & N., and if thrown back 
on the state at the expiration of the lease 
would be dependent on 1o0ca!l traffic for a 
livelihood, much like the Macon and Birming- 
ham railroad, hardly paying operating’ ¢x- 

enses. 
: Second—The proposition to extend the 
road from Atlanta to the sea at an expense 
to the state of $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 in 
the face of, I believe, four interstate trunk 
lines from the capital city to deep water, is 
a sort of ignis fatu-us, as an impracticable, 


unbusiness, dreamy scheme as ever entered 


+ the human brain—it would have no friendly 


connection—no ships of kind cempetition 
caring to aid a state forbidding monopolies 
to others, but selfishly reserving the right to 
monopolize. If extended to the sea the road 
would still be a local one as compared with 
the great interstate systems from the east 
and west. 

Third—The only road that would likely 
lease or buy is the L. & N., and that corpora- 
tion is now in litigation with the state over 
charter rights, and, while the lower court 
held adversely to the L. & N., the case is 
pending in our supreme court with doubtful 
result, and will likely reach the supreme 
court of the United States, where a probable 
decision will be rendered against.the state, 
but should the decision be otherwise, what 
is to hinder the L. & N., being an interstate 
railroad, from obtaining a charter from the 
Washington government, or it might be in 
its power to use by contract one of the great 
lines to Atlanta, so that it is reasonably safe 
to predict the L. & N. will “get there.” No 
local road can compete with any great inter- 
state trunk line. 

Fourth—It is estimated the state road 
with its terminals woud bring fifteen or six- 
teen millions of dollars. It now pays a 
rental of $35.000 per. month, one-half of 
which goes to the public school fund. If 
sold and the state’s debt of, say $6,900,000. 
paid off (I don't récall just the amount of 
this debt) the annual interest on the debt 
would stop, and the state and northern coun- 
ties would collect taxes on this property, 
amounting to another large sum, while the 
balance of the purchase price should be in- 
vested in good securities, and by an amend- 
ment of the state constitution, set apart as 
a permanent school fund beyond the reach of 
a greedy legislature to squander. The atate 
should never become, as she has done, a stum- 
bling block in the way of industrial progress. 

Fifth—The bill of Speaker Burwell to em- 
power the commission to sell or lease the 
coad is wise and should be promptly passed. 
I have little patience with the wild vagary 
of involving the state in a large debt to ac- 
complish a useless enterprise, that no pri- 
vate capital would touch. Th® scheme may 
be a sort of Trojan horse to deceive the 
unwary. I favor a sale of this road and its 
terminals, if a fair price can be had, and the 
money disposed of as indicated above, and 
if the state bonds outstanding cannot be had 
at a fair price, inveat the money until they 
mature. The L. & N. would likely buy the 
road at a reasonable price, and I for one am 
willing to risk Candler, Jordan and Copeland 
to make the trade subject to a ratification 
by the legislature. No one will suspect that 
I am in any way connected with the L. @ N. 
It has been rather an enemy, so far as freight 
rates is concerned, to the lovely city in which 
I live, but business is business, and a peace- 
ful solution of this important matter is bet- 


ter than a bitter warfare.

Why the City of Kovel 
Is Important to Czar 


Washington, July 30.—The National Geo- 
raphic society's war geography bulletin on 
Tovel, issued today in Washington, shows 
why this town in the Russian province of 

Volhynia is of such great value to the czar's 
forces. The bulletin says: 

“Kovel, a town of 30,000 people at the 

beginning of the war, owes its immense 
strategic importance to the fact that it is 
the junction point for railroads which ra- 
diate, like the spokes from the hub of @ 
wheel, in five directions. To the northwest, 
77 miles distant, is the strongly fortified 
city of Brest-Litovsk, over whose possession 
there was a terrific struggle when the Ger- 
mans were folding the Russians back through 
Poland after the first Slav drive early in 
the war. To the southeast, 84 miles away, 
is Rovno, a fortress with a population of 
40,000 at the outbreak of the war, and at 
that time the headquarters of the Eleventh 
Russian army corps. Lublin, with  65,- 
000 inhabitants, is 100 miles due west, on the 
railroad running to Warsaw, 209 miles away. 
Then to the south is Viadimir Volynski, 36 
miles distant, and to the east runs the line 
which passes through Sarni on its way to 
Kiev. 
“In addition.to these railway connections, 
Kovel is situated on the banks of the Turiya, 
one of the tributaries of the Pripet river, 
whose extensive marshes lie to the north 
where forests cover the land. In the neigh- 
borhood of Kovel, however, agriculture is 
well developed and at the beginning of the 
war fully one-fourth of the land contiguous 
to the city was devoted to the production 
crops. The peasant farmers in 
_ district of which Kovel in the capital, 
ike those of Volhynia generally, are more 
fortunate than the peasants in most of the 
Russian provinces, for here they own nearly 
50 per cent of the land. 

“If the Russians continue their advance 
beyond Kovel'they will soon be in the vicin- 
ity of the famous battlefield of Dubienka, 
almost due west, on the banks of the Bug 
and 10 miles south of Dorochusk, a town on 
the Lublin-Kovel railroad. It was here that 
Kosciusko, at the head of 4,000 men with 
10 cannons, offered a heroic resistance to 
18,000 Russians with 60 guns. After hold- 
ing the superior force in check for five days, 
the ‘hero of Dubienka’ retired unmolested to 
Warsaw. This brilliant achievement took 
lace just nine years after a grateful Amer- 
can congress had offered its public thanks 
to this Polish artillery officer, conferred upon 
him the rank of a brigadier general, extend- 
ed him the privileges of American citizen- 


ship, and given him landed estates in appre- 
ciation of his distinguished servi to 8 
country as adjutant to General ‘V

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Munitions Destroyed Were

Black Tom Island Off Jer- 
sey City 


New York, July 30.—Property loss es- 
timated at $25,000,000 was caused early 
today by a series of terrific explosions 
of ammunition awaiting shipment to 
the entente allies and stored on Black 
Tom island, a small strip of land jut- 
ting into New York bay off Jersey 
City. 

The loss of life still was problemat- 
ical tonight; It will not be determined 
definitely until there has been oppor- 
tunity to check up the workmen em- 
ployed on the island and on boats an- 


chored nearby. 

Two are known to be dead and at 
least two more are missing. Scores 
of persons were injured, some of them 


probably mortally. 
Shock Felt in Five States. 

The detonations, which were felt 
in five states, began with a continuous 
rapid fire of small shells, then the 
blowing up of great quantities of dyna- 
mite, trinitol tunine and other high 
explosives, followed by the bursting 
of thousands of shrapnel shell which 
showered the surrounding country and 
waters for miles around. 

Fire that started soon 
first great cfash destroyed thirteen 
of the huge warehouses of the Na- 
tional Storage company on Black Tom 
island, in which were stored mercan- 
dise valued between $12,000,000 and 
$15,000,000. The flames, shooting into 
the clouds, were reflected against New 
York’s “sky line” of towering office 
buildings, which only a few moments 
before were shaken to their founda- 
tions as if by an earthquake. Miles 
of streets in Manhattan were strewn 
with broken glass and shattered signs. 

Early reports of heavy loss of life 
were impossible of verification, and 
the authorities asserted the number 
of deaths probably would be small. It 
Was said that owing to the extent of 
the wreckage, it might be several days 
before the exact figures could be ob- 
tained. .

Crews on 
the big ocean liners, anchored in the 
harbor, or docked along the New Jer- 
sey and New York water gronts, de- 
clared that when the first*two great 
explosions occurred it appeared as if 
their vessels were ‘literally picked up 
out of the water and then hurled back. 


Everybody Was Awakened. 


All New York and cities within a 
radius of 25 miles were awakened by 
the explosions. Within &n hour 6,009 
telephone calls went over the police 
wire from excited inquirers. Hundreds 
of thousands of persons, many of them 
scantily attired, ran excitedly through 
the streets, while automobiles, contain- 
ing policemen, firemen and _ others, 
dashed along. Detectives were rushed 
to Maiden Lane, the home of the jew- 
elry industry, to guard against thieves. 

In the downtown section countless 
windows were broken. Secarcely an 
office building from the Battery to 
Fiftieth street escaped damage. 

More than a score of persons, accord- 
ing to the police, were injured in Man- 
hattan and Brooklyn by flying glass. 

Thousands of persons in Jersey City 
fled to the parks after the first explo- 
sion. Panic-stricken women wheeled 
baby carriages about, some of them 
praying and others screaming. 

The fire on Black Tom island atill 
raged tonight. The large railroad 
j of the Lehigh Valley and the 
reclaimed meadow land for’ miles 
around virtually were covered with 
great piles of wreckage, and count- 
less shrapnel shells, many of which 
had not exploded. 

Many of the spectators carried away 
shrapnel shells as souvenirs. In some 
instances they had dug them from the 
earth two or three miles away from 
the scene of the explosions.

COTTON ADVANCED. 
DURING PAST WEEK 


eT 


Net Change Was Gain of 
21 to 27 Points\- The Con- 
dition Figures Are Due on 
Tuesday. : 


New Orleans, July 30.—Trading in 
cotton on this market last week was 
based @hiefly on opinions regarding 
the situation in the eastern belt and 
the condition report due from the gov- 
ernment next Tuesday. Sentiment grew 
more bullish and. prices scored a mod- 
erately wide advance. It was a bigger 
and broader market than for several 
weeks past. 

At the highest levels of the week, 
reached “toward the end, trading 
months were 31 to 35 points over the 
last quotations of the preceding week. 
The net change was a gain of 21 to 27 
points. 

The demand was-:stimulated by ac- 
counts of damage frem the continued 
rainy weather in the eastern belt and 
by private forecasts of the condition 
report. Private crop reporting bureaus 
in several cases put the condition down 
around 75 per cent of the normal. The 
buying of the week was based on the 
idea that the report would not be 
higher than 76 per cent of the normal, 
as compared with &1.1 a month ago. 

The early part of this week undoubt- 
edly will be almost wholly devoted to 
consideration of the condition figures, 
which, in this market, are due at 10 
o' clog kK Tuesday morning. On the 
opening session of the week operations 
probably will be in the way. of even- 
ing up over the bureau report, Should 
the figures of Tuesday be anything 
like 77 or 78 the short side would be 
favored and anything around 76 or 
under would make for continued buy- 
ing of contracts. 

The old crop season comes to an 
end Monday and annual statistics may 
play some part in the market, since 
figures on the size of the commercial 
crop and on consumption are impor- 
tant. The situation east of the Mis- 
Sissippi river and the increasing move- 
ment of new cotton in Texas, however, 
will force the trade to pay more at- 
tention to weather and crop news than 
to any other factors.

SOUTHERN'S MAIN LINE 
‘TO WASHINGTON OPENED 


Railway Forces Complete the 
. Work of Restoring Bridge 
Over Catawba River. 


After two weeks of unceasing labor 
and effort, Southern railway forces 
yesterday completed the work of re- 
storing the bridge across the Catawba 
river’ at Belmont, N. C., which was 
awept down by the recent flood, and 
today the main line between Atlanta 
and Washington will be opened for 


traffic. 

Effective with train No. 38, the New’ 
York and New Orleans limited, leav- 
ing Atlanta today at 12:05 noon, all 
through passenger trains will resume 
the use of the main line between At- 
lanta and Washington, and other train 
service between Atlanta and Charlotte 
will be restored on regular schedules 
except ‘trains Nos. +2 and 43, which 
will remain annulled. 

Though local officials of the South- 
ern couid not say definitely when the 
line between Spartanburg and Ashe- 
ville will be openeé ip, it is expected 
that work of restoring this line will 
be completed and ‘trains will be able 
“to operate into Asheville by thé direct 
route by Wednegday. ' 

The restoration of 
bridge across the Catawba river at Bel- 
mont was a difficult undertaking which 
was successfully accomplished in rec- 
erd time. Owing to the size of the 
structure and its’ height, and hinder- 
ed by weather conditions, railway men 
point to the accompleshment of the 
Southern’s forces as an engineering 
feat hardly equalled in the history of 
railroad construction. 

Large forces of men were rushed to 
the scene immediately following the 
break and the work was pushed for- 
ward as rapidly as human ingenuity 
could permit, the work being carried 
on day. and night. 

In the meantime, the Southern had 
constructed a ferry fordahe convenience 
of local travel, and the through trains 
between Atlanta and the east were op- 
erated via Knoxville and Bristol so 
that passenger traffic has not been in-., 
terrupted to any appreciable extent.

MORGUES OF CHICAGO 
~ PACKED BY THE HEAT 


Death Rate So Great There. Is 
Room for No More 
Corpses. 


Chicago, July 30.—Promise of relief 
from the torrid weather that has pre- 
vailed for more than a week came to- 
night at the end of a day during which 
the thermometer reached a point with- 
in a fraction of a degree of the high- 
est ever recorded in the Chicago fore- 
cast’ district. 

As a result of the protracted heat, 
culminating in a maximum of 102 de- 
grees at 4 p. m. today, the human death 
rate reached a point where county 
morgue officials said there was no 
more room in the institution for bodies. 
Prostrations increased greatly, riotous 
scenes at lake shore beaches among the 
thousands seeking. relief in the lake 
made necessary -the service of ‘extra 
police, while the health department an- 
nounced that hundreds of horses were 
lying in the streets where they had 
fallen dead from heat. 

Charles L. Mitchell, assistant fore- 
caster of the local weather bureau, said 
indications were that Monday would 
be cloudy and grow gradually cooler, 
and that Tuesday would ‘be pleasant. 
Other points in his district had shown 
record temperature, Mr. Mitchell said. 
An area of high pressure forming in 
the northwest was bringing relief, ac- 
cording to the forecaster. 

Out of 185 deaths reported today up- 
ward of a hundred were said to be due 
directly or indirectly to the heat. Dr. 
John Dill Robertson, health commis- 
sioner, said fifty baBies had died of 


heat in the 24 hours ending yesterday 


morning. 

Police reserves who answered a riot 
call used their clubs to control the 
crowd which stormed the Clarendon 
municipal bathhouse on the north shore 
after thousands of persons had stood 
in line for hours without gaining ad- 
mission. 

Women and children fainted.from the 
heat and excitement. 

Twenty-three deaths and more than 
100 cases of prostration were record- 
ed in Milwaukee during the 24 hours 
ending at 8 o’clock tonight. The offf- 
cial temperature was 102% at 2 p. m. 
Heat records for the past forty-five 
years were broken. Janesville, Wis., 
reported four deaths, with an unofficial 
temperature of 106.
